Found ft Revolver. 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 30.—One hun 


dred and four colored witnesses from How 
are! township testified before the Clayton 
Breckinridgi) committee 
Tuesday tha 


they vtotccl for John M. Clayton for con 
gross in November, 1888. During the aft 
ernoon Oliver T. Beatley and Robert T 
Pate were put on the stand and examine 
as to what they knew about the stealin 
of the ballot-box of that township. 
Pat 


said he 
1 left the polls before they close 


and went to his saloon, where he got 
drink, and from there went home to hi 
supper. After supper he \\enttoSmith 
drugstore, and while there, Hobbs, one o 
the election juelges, came in and told ho' 
four armed men entered the polling-plac 
and made the judges and clerks stan 
with their faces to the wall while the 
carried away the ballot-box. 


News of the Assassination. 


Pate swore that the night that Claytoi 


was assassinated he was in his saloon 
naming several persons who were als 
there at the time with him. When tol 
that Clayton had been killed he went ove 
to the house and remained there about an 
hour. The following clay he served on th 
jury that held an inquest on the body. Th 
inquest occupied about four hours. Onl 
a few witnesses were examined, no infor 
mation being obtained as to who commit 
ted the deed. Oliver T. Bentley, cleput. 
sheriff of Conway county, was at horn 
when a messenger arrived and informec 
him of the death of Clayton, Bentle, 
lives at Morrilltoir? about eight miles from 
Plummerville, where Clayton was assass 
inated. 


Tracking the Murderers. 


As soon as he could secure a horse h 


left for Plummerville, arriving there abou 
8 o'clock in the morning. Ho examinee 
the premises where Clayton was killed 
and about three feet from the window 
through which the shot was fired he dia 
covered the tracks of tvi-ornen. Bothwor 
rubber overshoes. He followed the track 
a distance of about 100 yards, where the; 
were obliterated by those of the crowc 
that congregated about the house during 
the night and that morning.

found a pistol, a new Smith & Wesson, 44 
caliber, Xo. 100. The deputy had mad 
diligent effort to find out to whom the pis 
tol belonged, ljut had failed to do so. 


Tlie Contestee'H Counsel. 


When the counsel for the coutestan 


commenced to examine the witnesses con 
corning I lie ballot-box theft and the Clay 
ton ns-assination Judge McCain, connse 
for the coritestee, said he was present to 
represent Mr. Breckinridge in the contes 
for his seat in congress and not on the 
other two issues and would not therefore 
cross-examine any witness. He would no' 
throw any obstacles in the way of the par 
ties to the investigation in their efforts to 
discover v. ho stole the ballot-box and to 
hunt down the murderer of Clayton. Mr 
Stockbridge said that no man in the coun 
try was more interested in finding out who 
stole the ballot-boxes and who assassinated 
1'layton than he was. He desired that the 
'ullest latitude should be given the inves- 
tigation, and informed his counsel that he 
Icsired them to represent him on these 
issues as the other. He wanted them to

Arrest of a PoHtnlHce Inspector by an IU1- 


naigTown Marshal. 


SPKINGFIELD, Ills,, April SO.— Poslofflce 


Inspector C. E. Herring, who is attached 
to the Chicago division, has the distinction 
of an arrest by the town marshal of Mount 
Pulaski. He was on his way from Clinton 
to Springfield. When the train stopped at 
Pulaski a man boareled tlie train, walked 
slowly down the aisle of the coach, halted^ 
In front of the postoffice inspector, and" 
then laying his hand on the inspector's 
shoulder said: "Come with me; you are un- 
der arrest." 


The inspector atfiist thought it a joko, 


but the man said he was town marshal 
and must be obeyed. The inspector asked 
to see the warrant, "Hain't got no war- 
rant," said the town maishnl, "but here, 
read that," and he handed the astonished 
inspector a telegram from Clinton saying 
that if a man of such and such description 
was on the train arrest him. 


Couldn't Fool the niurshul. 


"But I am a postoffioe inspector," pro- 


tested Mr. Herring "and, besides, that de- 
scription clou't fit me.'1 He showed the 
town marshal his passes and letters, but 
that oflicial simply said: 


"Oh, yon can't fool jne, old fellow; you 


wear specs. Don't this dispatch, say the 
man wears glasses? "

The case was brought 
by Ed Rode, of Detroit, against the county 
treasurer of Wayne, the saloonkeeper being 
backed by the Brewers and Malsters' asso- 
ciation of Michigan. 


Object of the Measure. 


The object of the bill as introduced was 


simply to amend section 1 of the act of

Then it was that Leach grew indignant 


and in defense of his master began to relate 
the plans that have been laid for the future.

what is called a DH ssed Beef Committee. 
This committee has put iu a great part of 
the last 10 months iu looking into the way 
matters are run by the large packers of the 
country. 
The committee is now icady to 


make a report. It finds that there is a com- 
bination among the larger packers that 
enables them to control the retail markets 
wherever they set out to do so. The report 
also strongly hints that there is a combina- 
tion among these packers to keep down the 
price of cattle on the hoof. 
We cant say 


how much truth there is in this findine, but 
we are told that thj evidence is very strong. 
It is proposed to mend matters by legMa- 
tion that will request the packers to behave 
themselves and give other people a cliance 
to live. 
The committee will al.so recom- 


mend legislation by the several .states that 
will kill the combine so far as it has only a 
local application. 


We have heard a good deal about legisla- 


tion to kill trusts and combines, but we 
would like to se« the man who has attended 
one of the funerals. There is a suspicion 
that this kind of legislation doesn't even in- 
terest an able-bodied trust. 
If the largf 


packers are in league against the retail 
butcher and the small farmer who raises n 
bunch of cattle, it is because our conditions 
make such a league possible, and if anyone 
is anxious to beat the packers he had better 
make up his mind to strike at the condi- 
tions. 
THE REVIEW pointed out some 


time ago that it was possible for our law- 
makers to concede a little bit to some for- 
eign nations, 
whereby they 
luigl't be 


brought into our cattle market as buyers. 
The way things are now fixed, it is only one 
steer in a dozen that can be shipped into 
England on the luof. Such a steer brings a 
pretty 
pr:t'e, because there are men out- 


side the combine who want to buy it. 
If 


the farmers wi=li to beat the packera' trust, 
let them take steps to ?ee that tho buyer* 
of all nations can ccme inta our cattle 
markets.

turing chemist exhibited a case of bottles, 
about enough to fill an ordinary barrel, the 
total value of which was over $30,000. The 
most costly drug in tho case was labeled 
"Homatropme hydrobromate, cryst." 
It 


was all m one bottle, containing six pounds, 
and was valued at 812,000, or at the rate of 
$2,100 a pound. This drug is nu alkaloid, 
artificially prepared from atropme. Ita ef- 
fects are similar to those of atropme, but not 
so lasting. It is a preparation of belladonna 
and is chieBy used in tho treatment of tbe
